= I*e£ Killer phoned this morning* We had a long discussion and I made a few su gg estions 
based on my knowledge of Roger Weinman* As 1 told you I believe he is in and reflects ser- 
ious emotional distress. What he has done and written is entirely unlike the man £. r ve 
known, liked and respected these many years. If X were not convinced that he is suffering 
severe emotional distress I'd believe Ms letter to you is a bluff with ulterior purposes. 

It may be a bluff but he does have purposes one of which is venting frustrations and another 
is vengeance for an imagined offense. 

We have had much correspondence on this and 1 suggest tliat unless you or someone 
else wants to go over the jen tire file and copy anytlting that may appear to have future 
usefulness you may at so me point face a need in a rush. Or, I can bring in everything 
that we wrote each other af t^r Sylvia Meagher died. 

T iAiat I am certain he really wants now is control over Meagher's records* That had 
been her original intent. She persuaded him, against his desire and judgement to draw 
up her first will. Ha would not execute it because he could see a possible conflict of 
interest. He told her to take it to another attorney for execution, lie was shocked to 
learn on her death that she had changed her will entirely* He repeatedly attributes this 
to pressures from two nieces mid the husband of one in particular. Be has made his dis- 
like for them cldar. 

This is inconsistent with his statement that he'll seek to have the will nullified. 

Her papers would then become the property of those he dislikes and does not trust* In 
fact, he has repeatedly blamed them for no nurse phoning him, as he soys Meagher requested 
repeatedly for the last three days of her life. They had been close friends. Unless he 
Is entirely irrational, the last thinly Roger wants is for those nieq^a to have or to have 
control of Meagher’s papers. Unless he has already made soiae kind of deal with them. 

Where he refers to Greg Stone's lack of performance, Meagher knew very well tliat he 
was devoted to the late kllard Lowenstein and to carrying forward to the best of his 
ability Xowonstein's interest in the R11C assassination. 

His reference to undue and imp^rper influence is and he knows, if rational, that it 
is false. That he says this when he has every reason to presume you'll be in touch with 
me indicates that he is not rational. The only thing that can be stretched into this mis- 
representation happened after ^tone told me he was "burned out" from his HFK work and 
complained that he had these records to go over when X urged him to complete his doctorate. 
When Stone made it clear that the last thing he wanted to do was go over ^agher's papers 
1 urged him to get Felnman to do it and immediately notified Feinman, The only other 
person of whom 1 joiow who made any r ©comment I on to Stone was Brof. David Wrone, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, Stevens ^bint. Hoger probably assumes that Jerry 1-icKnight did, 

Roger wrote Wrone 2/22, or Urone received his letter that day. Three days later he 
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wrote you and three days after that he wi^ote me the letter of which I've gilrfen Jerry a 
copy for you* * 4 rone, also troubled by Huger f s state of mind (we have the Stone 

tragedy so fresh), phoned me and we had a long talk* ^ is to send me a copy of the 
letter ha got and I'll give you a copy* As X recall , he said it was eight pages long* 
lie may also have been in touch with Stone’s sister, his only living relative of 
whom I know* a clinical psychologist living in Mississippi. He told me that if Stone 
made no reference to the Meagher papers in his will, assuming it is a valid will, ttose 
papers may revert to that sister* 

Except for trying to connect with a law firm* X know of nothing tJiat hoger has to 
do because he has not been able to ©stabjiah his own practise or make any such connection 
in the many months since the firm he was with folded* ^his also meuns he has plenty 
of free time for brooding and plotting* 

& not be mislead by the letterhead* It is no more than that* ft is an address at 
which he can get mail and to widen mail can bo addressed, no more* "ike an answering 
service for mail. 

His reference to an amicable agreement is lawyer's talk. He wants octroi or possession 
of those papers, Meagher 1 s original intent* 

"Here" for "hear" in the next line is the only typo I recall in the many letters of 
Eofeer 8 s X have* Be is an excellent, a perfect typist* I doubt very much he dictated this 
to any »HSW." 

His reference to Stone’s "mental competence" is to the fact that at the suggestion 
of his Los Angeles friends he had gone to see a psychiatrist who specializes in t lie pro- 
blems of movie people (my source ia the actor Paul LeHat) and was in therapy with a group 
of people who had one or more alcoholic parents bef ore he killed himself* He had had a 
controversial anti-de^esaant prescribed fey still another doctor. Bis friend and neighbor 
Floyd Helson (213/666-6148; 1314 N. Harvard Blvd. , 90069 ) found an empty contained and one 
.with the medication, also found the will and a letter of apology when he searched 
Stone 1 3 residence. tiLeMat’s address is 1100 Alta Loma Hd. , 90 CX> 9 *)As of my last knowledge 
Hoger had not seen Stone's will*! know he went to the official records and read ^agher's 
so I suggested to Lee Biller thaithe ask Peinxoan for copies of both* X had in mind putting 
him on the defensive in his thinking and clear intent to make trouble, his time costing

What when he showed no signs of irrationalist i he wanted was access to ^agher's 
records relating to him, particularly to what I asked AJ r* miller not to let anyone other 
thatrat ^od know because I want to make no trouble for my troubled former friend and X 
want him not to bo tempted to make any for me. He was working on a book on the dishonesty 
of CBS's treatment of the JFK assassination based on those if its many records of which 
he had copies. He consulted with “eagher often about this. While there may well be much 
about which X have no knowledge that he could have referred to as the m. unpublished manu" 
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serupta Ol‘ others , I do know he told me she had worked with him on his plumed book. 

Were what he had to work with to get out prior to publication of such a book, it could be 
seriously embarrassing if not hurtful to him. 

Oddly for a fine writer, all he has told me of his progress is that he had made a 
lengthy and ^tailed outline* I do not know that he ever wrote a word of text and I’ve 
of fen wondered why. Especially when in recent months he has had much free time* Vhe 
only client he mentioned having had become a problem and he told me he’d asked the judge 
to relieve him of his obligations to that client* 

I feel stixingly that he is not now of sound mind, is bitter, vindictive^ frustrated 
and irrational* I have reason to believe that he is pretty much alone. So, I believe he 
will be capable of anything that he thinks of now if it does no more than make trouble. 

So I do encourage you to be or to have someone at $>od familiar with gqJU correspondence 
if only to be satisfied that there is not a single word of truth in any of his allegations* 
His mind may be so twisted by now that he may actually believe he is doing what his 
once dear friend would want him to do, even though he has been repeatedly bitter to me 
about wliat he referred to as her betrayal of him and of their friendship and his trust 
in her.
